that in 1330 a Mandiugo namod Samuel u, oC 
extraordinary Intelligonco and energy, con- 
coivod tho idea that ho TCVS callod oC God to 
wago a war tor ths suppression ot paganism 
and for oponing tho roods to tho const, 
which ill certain districts imvo boon for 
generations snbjootod to oxcessivo blackmail 
and to tho plundering ot vagabond tribes. 
During tho last fiyoyeai-3 ho has collected an 
array consisting-of foot and horso of about 
100,000 
mon. 
Mohammedan 
youth, 


•wHorover ho goes, flock to his standard, 
anxious not only to soouro tho reward in tho 
horoafter promised to those who flght for 
thoir religion, but; to carry off tho rich 
spoils which thoso expeditions that battlo 
for tho faith aro suro to win.

Auothar 
very important achievement of this army 
is the destruction of the Hooboo powoi, an 
irresponsible organization which for thirty 
years has been a sourco of anuoyanco and 
lojs to caravans passing from tho interior 
to the coast. Samudu gavo orders to at- 
tack thorn in thoir mountain strongholds, 
which until then had proved inaccessible to 
tho neighboring forces, 
They woro sur- 


prised. 
Their chief, Abal, was captured 


and decapitated. . His arms and logs woro 
severed-from tho trunk and sont to tho va- 
rious countries .whose inhabitant's had suf- 
fered from, bin -predatory and murderous 
proceedings. Tho Hoobocsa're^doscribbd <w 
renegade Fulahs, in rebellion" against the 
king of 
Timbuctoo. Tho t road has now 


boon cleared of thoio thiovesandmurdororo, 
so that 
an unprotected child or female 


may travol in safety all through that dis- 
trict. Those operations will 'not bo without 
ft salutary 
effect 
upon American com- 


merce, for thoro is in that country an in- 
creasing demand for American productions, 
aud many oC tho articles produced by tho 
people are valuable 'in American trade. 
Samudu'a army is now only a fow miles 
from tho coast, northwest of Sierra Loono.

Tho ball was first put in boiling water, and 
then into a cooling mixture, and ho noted 
the time it took tho thermometer to doscoud 
from 70 degrees IL to 10 degrees R, to loso 
CO' degrees R. (75 degrees C.) "When tho 
thermometer was- bare, it cooled in 9.5 
minutes.

To have an idea of tho part played by the 


conductibility of tissue, M. Krioger ascor.

18 after tho wadding has been flattened by its 
use, as it is thus rendered a bettor conductor. 
1C tho doubling ot tho coverings ot the cyl- 
inder has little influence when they arc 
wrapped tightly around, it is very different 
when a spaco of one-half or one centimotor. 
has boon ;loft between the two layer?. We 
Had, in deducting for tho conducfcibHity of 
tho two layers a retardation of tho cooling 
amounting to 80 to 35 per cont, that is 
caused by tho interposed layer of air, as it 
is Independent of tho nature of tho cover- 
ing. 


From this it follows that, in curtain cases,

Such tobacco will not bejworth near, as 


much if cut now, an it would be if left to 
ripen, but a great many ate ready to lose 
& certain per centage than stand tho risk 
of losing all. 


. That tobacco which was out during 
tho latter part of last weok will [probably 
bo tho cream of this year's crop. 


Tho cool weather was very productive 


of the gum whidh gives tobacco its flavor 
and weight.this is wholly wanting in crops 
harvested before the present cool spell 
commenced, and they will be found to be 
light in weight. The crops that are be- 
ing harvested this week, although they 
arc fully ripe, have had o large porcen- 
togo of tbat gem washed out of it. 


Should there be an immediate frost, 


those who harvested their crops last 
week cannot use too much care in hand- 
ling then, and will find themselves 
amply rewarded for that care. 
QThe frequent rains have beat down the 
stalks so that they are crooked, and 
makes proper hanging almost an impos- 
sibility, as tho leaves will not tang 
straight down from the earth, bnt stand' 
sideways and como in contact with adja- 
cent leaves. Should there bo any hot 
weother, this defect will be very produc- 
tive of shed burn and polo rot. 


It 11 very poor economy to try to save 


shed room, and will invariably result in 
loss to tho economist.

Tho weather lias beon warm and pleas- 
ant, without being hot and scorching, 
Tne plants, under those favorable circum- 
stances, have mado wonderful prpRrens 
and the late planted is coming to tho 
front very rapidly. The only drawback 
at the present moment ;s tbe develop- 
ment ot ruat in some places—a thing to 
be always apprehandec! when very scorch- 
ing weather follows a heavy spell of wel 
weather. So far the result is not serious 
in itself, but it may load to sonous re- 
sults, as tho farmers seem to have taken 
the alarm on all sides, and, instead

apply the 


l;nifo with undevtating impsrtialitv to ell 
ripe and unripe, alike. This they should 
underatacd must certainly .lead to bad 
results. Unripe tobacco will never come 
into a lirst rate article. It will bo de- 
fective in color, texture and quality gen- 
erally. JUsoy alrto hold tbet it loads to 
the developemcnt of white VOID, , whiah 
is quita as p.erious a defect as rust "itself. 
Wo believe tbu hefit plan under the cir- 
cumstances is fo allow tho plants to 
ripen, and then, it there is any ruat, to 
carefully remove all the affected leaves. 
This will at least remove tho danger of 
bringing an equally damaging evil upon 
tho entire crop. Harvesting the crop is 
pro:osding very rnpiply, and much of 
the|early planted is already housed. The 
late planted promises to be tne bost, 


and amp,'e timo in which to mature, 
there is no reason why it shall not result 
m an excellent crop.—fMiimtter
